Loss of a Fine British Steamer and Nine- 
teen Men—Seven Men Kescued. 

-A sad 
story of shipwreck was received in this city 
today, which tells of the foundering of the 
new British steamer Earnmoor in the West 
Indies and the loss of nineteen men.

The cyclone became so terrific that the ves- 
sel could make no headway against the sea, 
The fire room was flooded, the fires ex- 
tinguisbed, and the vessel was wholly at the 
merey of the terrible gaie. 

Capt. Gray finaly gave ub hope and ordered 
the boats lowered the morning of Sept. 5. 
Water and provisions were taken aboard 
and the crew put off from the sinking ship 
in the midst of the raging storm. The cap- 
tain, with his chief engineer, second mate, 
the sixteen of the crew, occupied the long 
boat, while the first mate, second engineer, 


and five of the crew wefe in the small boat. 


The force of the hurricane and the shifting 
winds soon separated the boats and nothing 
has since been heard of the captafn’s boat. 
There is little doubt that the brave command- 
er and the eighteen men who sought safety 
in the larger boat perished in the cyclone. 

For over three weeks the first mate and 
his exhausted crew of six in their little yawl 
kept up the struggle. Day after day passed 
withcut the sight of a sail until hope began 
to give way to despair. 

The pro ns and water began torun low. 
First all hands were put on short allowance, 
which had to be reduced from day to day 
until the last bit of biscuit and the last sup 
of water was gone, and then came a time of

pL THE LAKE STREET L RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANY HAS DONE so FAR. 


As There 10 Lees than Three Months Left 
in Which to Build the Line the Inten- 
tions of the Company Are = Matter of 
No Little: Interest—What Col. Alberger 
Has to Say—Will There Be an Injune- 
tion suit ?

The men who are ostensibly letting con- 
tracts to build the road say it is. and they 
say so most pdsitively. The citizens Who 
watch the slow progress that is being made 
as they ridp past clinging to a crowded 
streetcar are filled with dismal forebodines. 

The doubters remember that the contracts 
were let th weeks ago, when it was an- 
nounced t work would be commenced 
Sept. 23, with hundreds of men. It was then 
promised that west side citizens were to be 
whirled'to their homes on elevated trains be- 
fore they fairly recovered from their aston- 
ishment. Work did commence promptly on 
time, but all the visible results so far are 
seventy-eight postholes. The mien at work 
were counted yesterday, from the chief 
engineer to the small boy with a 
pail of water. Their total num- 
ber was twenty-nine. The impatient west 
siders are tiguring how long it will take 
twenty-nine men to build an elevated railroad 
and they are not at all satisfied with the re- 
sult. The trains must be running over two 
miles of this line within eighty-four days. If 
‘that much of the road 1s not completed by 
Dec. 28 the penalty as laid down by the or- 
dinance 1s not alone the loss of the $100,000 
forfeit. if there is a failure to complete the 
line by that time the company will lose its 
$100,000 deposit, and will aleo lose all rights 
and privileges granted by the ordinance. 

“It’s no one’s business how many men we 
have at work,” said Col. Alberger in reply to 
the question as to what the present dawdling 
means. | 

But the public wants to know whether 
the road is to be built within the prescribed 
time.” 

“It is none of its business whether we 
build the road or forfeit our 5100, 000.“ 

After a little reflection Col. Alberger con- 
cluded, however, that itis the right of the 
public to know whether It is to have an ele- 
vated road or not. 

“That road will certainly be built on time,“ 
declared the colonel, and then he added the 
saving clause, unless we are stopped.“ 

“ What could stop you?” 

“An injunction.”’ 

“You are expecting an injunction then!“

It is interesting to know that if an injuno- 
tion stops the company’s work the time in 
which they must complete the first two miles 
is extended ‘by just as many days as the in- 
junction restrains them from work. There 
are people who expect the Lake street com- 
pany will soon spring an injunction against 
iteelf in order n time. To guard against 
such a contingency, however, the ordinance 
provides that the city law de ent may 
intervene in any suit and move for its dis- 
missal in case the department deems the 
case collusive and brought for the purpose of 
gaining an extension of time. But even with 
this saféguard probably several weeks could 
be gained by such a suit. 

“WOULD MAKE IT HOT FOR YERKES.” 

Col. Aiberger indignantly denies that the 
company would welcome an injunction suit.

Power’s election is yet within the possi- 
biliues.

About this number 
of men made their appearance at the registry 
armed with credentials signifying their in- 
tention to becpme citizens and were duly 
registered as voters. They voted the Demo- 
cratic ticket election day, and according to 
the statémeat of the Republicans the

the issuance of the papers. These votes car- 
ried Silver Bow for Toole, and the Demo- 
cratic legislative ticket too. The Republic- 
ans are collecting evidence exposing this 
and propose at the proper time te test the 
legality of the election in the courts. The

The Auerback block on 
Main street, at the foot of Broadway, in the 
most public spot in Heiena, was fired no less 
than four times this afternoon. Later iu the 
day another incendiary fire was discovered 
in Harmonia hall on Broadway, next door to 
the Independent office. The people of Helena 
have suffered severely from fires in years 
gone by, and the work of incendiaries here 
today has greatly incensed them. The peo- 
ple have spent the afternoon in waiting for 
returns and responding to fire alarms. 


NORTH DAKOTA CERTAINLY DRY: 


Surprise and Lamentation Among the 
Liquor Dealers, Who Counted on Victory. 
Bismarck, N. D., Oct. 3.—[Special.|—As 

the returns come in. from outlying counties 

it becomes apparent that prohibition has 
won in North Dakota. The people are all 
surprised and those living in towns and 
cities are dumfounded. It was expected by 
the antis and conceded by the prohibitionists 
that prohibition would be defeatea, and that 
the state has been captured by the 
drys causes great surprise. The liquor- 
men in the state are completely un- 
dene. So sure were they of victory 
that they permitted the campaign fund that 
had been raised by the liquor dealers of the 
east to be transferred toSouth Dakota, where 
the prohibition strength was known to be al- 
most irresistible. The amount of money thus 
transferred was over $80,000, and now the 
northern dealers are in mourning. The 
money did no good in South Dakota, for the 
prohibition majority was too large to over- 
come, but if used in North Dakota it might 
have saved them. As it is they feel 
that the election has gone by de- 
fault and that the state has 
constitutional prohibition, which means per- 
petual prohibition, as a change can be effect- 
ed only by an amendment to the constitution. 

To do this it requires a majority vote of two 

successive legislatures before the proposed 

amendment can be submitted to the people, 

a majority vote at the polls being required. 

The figures now at hand show beyond doubt 

that the prohibition majority will be about 

2,000.

SATISFACTORY TO BOTH PARTIES. 


The Crawford Law Will Probably Govern 
Republican and Democratic Primarie«. 
The Republican county central committee will 

nt meet tomorrow as announced. The meeting 

has been postponed till Tuesday afternoon, in 
order to give ample time to the committeemen 
to fix the boundaries of the primary districts 
and to select the judges. The amended Cruw- 
ford law, under which the primaries are to be 
held, requires that the districts shall contain not 
to exceed 800 voters of the party. The general 
disposifon, however, seems to de to 
make districts with from 500 to 600 Re- 
publican votes each. Some of the com- 
mitteemen who are really opposed 
to the Crawford law now advocate a primary in 
each election precinct. The object is to defeat 
the law. The necessary ‘number of duly. quali- 
fied judges could not be obtained for such pri- 
maries, as there are not more than two Repub- 
lican judges ip any 7. and there is but one 
in more than half the precincts. The plan of lit- 
tle precincts would also lead to great etpense. 

The general disposition is to enforce law 

both in its spirit and in its letter. If this is not 

done there will be dissatisfaction, which will find 
expression im energetic protest. From four to 
five precincts in each ward will be sufficient. 

This was proved in the case of the Thirty-second 

and Thirty-fourth wards. There were five pri- 

maries in each. Everybody was satisfied, and 
the nominees were elected in both wards by 
sweeping majorities.

WHAT “THE TRIBUNE” WANTS CONCERN- 
ING DRAINAGE, 

The News professes to be in doubt as to 
what this paper wants done by the drainage 
commissioners. It says “it has never indi- 
cated what it wished, but has been opposed 
to everything.” “It has pretended to be for 
drainage, but its course has beén such as to 
do the cause the greatest injury.” THe 
TRIBUNE has stated again and again with the 
greatest precision since the passage of the 
drainage act what it wished. Its readers, 


with the exception of Mr. Lawson, have had, 


no trouble about Wan what it de- 
sired. 

Tun TRIBUNE has insisted that the Chica- 
go drainage district, about to begin one of 
the costliest works ever undertaken by an 
American city of its means, which, when 
done fn the simplest and cheapest way, would 
strain its resources, could not stand any dead 
weight in addition to its legitimate burdens. 
It has said, and repeats it, _that 
the thing to be done is to cut 
economically and quickly a channel for 
the disposal of the Chicago sewage. It has 
said that there must be no artificial harbors 
made at Cheltenham and Grosse Point, no 
laterals and diagonals cut for the drainage 
of swamp lands and the fillmg of private 
pockets at the expense of the public. It has 
denounced these Skokie and Hyde Park and 
Lake cutoffs and the ditch back of Evanston, 
because if the people voted to incorporate 
the drainage district with them in they 
would swallow up millions, and because it 
did not believe the people could be induced 
to vote for drainage with those monstrosities 
thrust on them. 

This paper has unwearyingly opposed these 
schemes, not merely because they are unnéc- 
essary and wasteful, but because they were 
devised for the benetit of gangs of specu- 
lators. It saw the Cheltenham syndicate 
joining hands with the Grosse Point com- 
bine, and it has done what it could to defeat 
their project to have harbors, docks, and 
wharves made for them by the taxpayers, 
and their marsh lands made to blossom like 
the rose at the expense of others. It has 
seen the unciean birds of prey come flying 
from every quarter, hoping that they might 
get fat pickings from the drainage district. 
The vultures, kites, and carrion crows formed 
‘an unholy alliance which boded no good to 
the people. On them Tun Tarnuxt has made 
successful war, Naturally they are furious. 
They have spat out their venom in the court- 
room, on the streets, and in the saloons, If 
they could not find a paper weak and igno- 
rant enough to echo for nothing their discor- 
dant cries of baffled rage they subsidized one. 
The more evident their defeat the more fu- 
rious they get, and the more energetically 
their newspaper organ conceals and les in 
their behalf. 

THe Täinog wants the drainage commis- 
sioners to do this: To make the boundaries 
of the district such that % work can be 
carried out which it is necessary shall be 
done. 


Tune commissioners should keep in mind 


the fact that this district is not required to 
furnish 600,000 cubic feet of water to fill up 
the deep tut and that these costly laterais, 
which are professedly to supply water but 
really to further private ends, are unneces- 
sary. They should “shoo fly” the vultures 
who are trying to deceive them and give 
those gentlemen to understand that tneir 
game is Understood and that they will not de 
allowed to plunder the éommunity betore 
which they have been posing as champions 
of drainage for the sake of drainage, while 
they were really working for ar ou profit 
alone, 


LET THE WATER FUND ALONE, 

Ald. Cullerton is an old alderman who has 
for years beet a member of the finance com- 
mittee, and is familiar with the city’s needs 
and resources. What, then, does he mean 
when he says that “a high water pressure 
plant costing about five million doliars can 
be built with money taken from the water 
fund"? His estimate of cost is probably not 
‘a high one. The territory to be covered at 
the outéet will be over three square miles. 
There will be thirty-six miles of large—per- 
haps thirty-six inch mains of heavy castings 
to bear the pressure—and as many more of 
small pipes, to say nothing of the sites for 


half a dozen pumping stations and the pow- | 


erful engines to be placed in them, which 
will cost a great deal of money. 

It he will ask in the proper quarter he will 
find that there are prior claims on the water 
fund so heavy and so strong that it may be 
pecessary to raise the rates to meet them. 
The new eight foot tunnel to extend four and 
a half miles, which has only as yet been 
pushed outside of the breakwater, must be 
completed. At its eastern end a costly intake 
crib has to be constructed strong enough to 
stand the rudé shocks ot ic cefields driven by 
the ter storms. At its western end the 
expensive Fourteenth street works and those 
near the river ag Harrison street have to be 
built provided with powerful machinery. 
When this has been completed the two old 
tunnels will have to be pushed two miles 
further out into the lake and another big 


j crib erected there, Hyde Park and Lake, 


Lake View and Jefferson, and the Cicero 
strip have to be supplied with that water 
which was promised them if they would vote 
for annexation. Scores of miles of great 
three foot water mains costing $40,000 a mile 
when laid will have to be laid to meet the 
demands of the annexed districts. Hyde 
Park and Lake cannot be cared for by a new 
tunnel, for the limestone ledge is in the way. 
If that is not doné the aldermen from the 
new wards will be heard from. They will 
bark loudly and their bite will be worse 
than their bark. Their wards want pure 
water for domestic use and must huve pleaty 
of it. Ald. Callerton will find it hard to di- 
vert any of the needed water fund in the face 
of their unanimous opposition.

What indebtedness 
liability, then, does the city here incur! 
When it has the money it will exercise its 
option, but not before. 

The holder of a city bond has a lien on all 
the property in the city. The holder of a 
lease certificate has as the security for his 
principal his lien on the works, which are his 


own, though leased to the city for a long | 


term of years. The extinction of his certifl- 
cate at any time by its payment extinguishes 


no city liability, but acts as a purchase of 


property. The city nas at no time owed him 
anything except the yearly interest on his 
money invested in the plant. 

Is the Jnter Ocean aware that the city bas 
long been in the habit of leasing property, 
notably for school purposes? It did it last 
year, and the year before that, ana will do it 
next. Didsuch leasesadd to the indebted- 
ness of the city, and were they therefore un- 
constitutional? Supposimg one those 
leases nad also contained the clause that the 
city might at its option buy, if it saw fit, 
the property it was usipg for school pur- 
poses, Supposing a year later the council 
had appropriated the money to purchase this 
property and the city had acquired it under 
its option, what indebtedness would it have 
incurred!

ABOUT CICERO TOWN ANNEXATION. 

The hyphenated concern, which is usually 
in a bemuddled state of mind, essayed yester- 
day to correct what it foolishly imagined to 
be a mistake of Tun Trisvune as to the law in 
reference to annexing portions of one town- 
ship to another township. It quotes in sup- 
port of the position whiclf it has taken an 
amendment of the twenty-sixth section of 
the township act made during the last ses- 
sion. This amendment has not the least 
bearing on the case, and is only intended to 
govern in the cage of rural townships having 
a small population. With characteristic stu- 
pidity the hyphenated concern ignores the 
thirty-seventh section of the township act 
as amended in 1887 and under which the 
Brighton Park district of Cicero was an- 
nexed to the south town; the Central Park 
district to the west town, also the Avon- 


dale section of Jefferson to the west town. 


This section was neither amended nor re- 

pealed by the last general assembly. It 
stands 4s it did in March of this year, when 
the supteme court of this state pronounced it 
valid and constitutional, decidiag the annex- 
ation which was carried in accordance with 
ite provisions legal and of binding force. 
The full section is too long to be quoted here, 
but the leading points and the pertinent ones 
in the case are as follows: 


The county board shall have full 
jurisdiction to unite into one town swo oF meee 
contiguous towns, whether incorporated under 
any special or Nr act or Organized under this 
(townsbfp) act and to disconnect territory from 
one of such towns and annex the same. to an- 
other .-. im the followmg manner:

The law further provides that annexation 
shall not be declared unless a majority of 
those voting On the question in each of the 
towns pronounce in its favor. Mutual con- 
sent is required. The action of the county 
board foliows on the declaration of the vote. 
As a matter of fact the people of the 
Moreland strip of Cicero have already pre- 
sented the E to the county board for 
the annexation of their territory to the west 
town in accordance with the provision of 
this section. and on the advice of the county 
attorney the notice of the election on the 
question in the townships of Cicero and 
West Chicago will be issued by the county 
clerk next week when the county board has 
acted on ‘the question. By tne annexation of 
the strip of territory two elections, one for 
aldermen and one for town officers, on differ- 
ent days, will be avoidea in this city next 
spring.

* THE SOUTH DAKOTA CAPITAL FIGHT. 

The burning qhestion in the recent elec- 
tion in South Dakota was not who should be 
governor or congressman or United States 
senator, as the Republicans felt sure of them 
all, but which of tne half dozen cities in tne 
race should bave che honor of being the new 


state capital. Every other issue was subor- 


dinated to this, and such was the rivalry be- 
tween them that the capital boomers were 
ready to trade off all the candidates on the 
various tickets for votes for their favorite 
localities. Apvarently there was not a par- 
ticle of public interest in the adoption of the 
constitution or in the success of either of the 
leading party tickets when compared with 
that which was manifested in the choice of a 
capital. It was a war of the boomers and 
speculators which rapidly became epidemic 
‘and involved the whole people. Party lines 
were wiped out and all the competing cities, 
Watertown, Redfield, Pierre, Aberdeen, 
Huron, Chamberlain, Mitchell, and Sioux 
Falls, were for themselves, if it cost every- 
thing eise on the ticket. 

A correspondent of a contemporary, who 
made the trip from North to South Dakota 
the eve of the election, draws a graphic pict- 
ure of the excitement over the capital local- 
ity. As soon as the bordér was crossed 
every man was found to have a badge on his 
breast showing his favorite city, the Pierre 
men having an alliterative badge declaring 
they were for “Pierre, Protectuon, and Pro- 
hibition,” At Aberdeen the crowd was in a 
frenzy. Every man, woman, and child had 
a badge and spent his, her, or its time in 
cheering for that place. At Sioux Fall 
every woman carried a broom, upon which 
was inscribed the legend, A Clean Sweep 
for Sioux Falls.“ There were signs of the 
capital fight all along the road. There were 
no banners for candidates, but plenty of 
flags, banners, and signs fifty feet long, with 
“Vote for Pierre,” Vote for Huron,” or 
“Go for Sioux Falls on them. Speaking 
of the newspapers this correspondent says:

vote for places other than the ones of their nat- 
ural choice, 


The politicians reflected the sentiments 


and methods of the newspapers. County 


committees could not be relied upon to fur- 
nish partisan information, but committees of 


one hundred, organized from both parties, 
4 were everywhere at work securing votes for 


their capitals, many of them inspired to 
work by the ‘fact of their having bought 
lands for a boom m city lots. The Huron 
committee had been especially strong in in- 
vestments of this kind, as they were sure of 
winning, and of course will now be squeezed. 
hard since Huron has lost. And this not- 
withstanding it has railroad connections 
with the north, east, and south and is the 
central point of a circle including 163,452 
population, while Pierre’s circle only incloses 
86,569, about half the area being a part of the 
Sioux reservation. 

The election so far as the capital is con- 
cerned is only one of a series of similar con- 
tests unwisely provided for by the late con- 
stitutonal convention. In this contest Pierre 
leads the crowd, having between 8,000 and 
10.000 votes over Huron, her next highest 
competitor, and her people have already cel- 
ebrated their temporary victory with tin 
horns, drums, and wild hilarity. The legisla- 
ture that has been chosen, however, is re- 
quired to submit the capital question to the 


voters of South Dakota at the next general 


election, the three cities having the highest 
votes in the 1889 election to be the contest- 
ants. If in the election of 1890 no place 
should receive a majority of all the votes 
cast, then another election will be held in 
1891 to decide between the highest two. In 
ali probability Pierre will be the permanent 
capital, as it has a wide margin ot votes in 
its favor, and so its people are justified in 
their hilarity. The only danger lies in the 
number of floaters who may be bought up 
meanwhile with Huron money; but this con- 
tingeney is remote. The most gratifying 
feature of the campaign is the irresistible 
strength of Republicanism in the new state. 
Notwithstanding all tne combinations and 
trading propensities of the capital boomers 
and the traversing of party lines the Repub- 
licans made a clean sweep.

ALD. CULLERTON MAKES A BAD BREAK. 
In his eagerness to show that there are 
many other ways than that proposed by Ald. 
Dixon in which the city thay acquire a high 
water pressure service Ald. Cullerton flies in 
the face of the laws and makes statements the 
wildness of which he would be the first to 
see if they were uttered by another. He 
proposes to raise the needed money by hav- 
ing the sewers in the city constructed here- 
after by special assessments—as they will be 
in the suburbs—instead of by general tax, and 


‘then diverting. the sewerage tax appropria- 


tion to the proposed high water pressure 
works, Under the law passed at the last 
session the city can levy a three mill tux for 
sewers for two years, which would: bring in 
about $480,000. But if Ald. Cullerton will 
stop to think he will see that if the council 
levies a specific tax for sewers it will have 
to spend the money thus obtained for that 
purpose. It has no right to divert it to other 
uses. Andif it decides to build sewers by 
special assessment it disposes of the sewer- 
age business and can levy no general taxes 
for purpose except to keep them in re- 
pair. Were the aldermen to levy a s@werage 
tax apd then try to appropriate the proceeds 
for any other object they would be stopped 
by the courts very quickly. 

But there is this much of good in Ald. Cul- 
lerton’s talk. The city ought to give up the 


construction of sewers within the old limits 


by general taxation ana build the rest by 
special assessment. The fact that the city 
started out on the wrong road at the out- 
set thirty-odd years ago 1s uo reason why it 
should perpetuaily follow it. The sewer is 
as much of an improvement to the abuttung 
property as the street pavement, and should 
be paid for in the same way. It is the luad- 
owner, not the public, that is benefited. To

The New York papers are sng oe 
the fact that a fearless and impartial 
jury has returned indictments against the 
sheriff, his son, and his paramour, a civ | 
justice, and a referee for their part in the pro- 
curing of the bogus divorce by which Sher- 
iff Flack—a Tammany hall chief—sought to 
get rid of his wife. The grand jury cen- 
sures Judge Bookstaver, who granted the 


divorce, and leaves his fate to the assembly, 


whose duty it is to passon judicial offenders 
of his rank. 

This is undeniably good work, but what 
does it all amount to? Whatis there in it to 
justify New York city papers in bragging 
about the swift penalty that visits the of- 
fender against the criminal laws of that city? 
It would be well for them to wait till they 
are out of the woods before they whistle too 
jubilantly. They ought to know that crim- 
inal justice in their city starts off brashiy 
enough but before long falls by the wayside. 

The criminal lawyers who run things on 


Manhattan island have thus arranged mat- | 


ters: They allow the grana jury to investi- 
gate and they permit firstclass men to serve 
on it and return indictments. The more the 
merrier, for if there were no indictments 
there would be no criminals to defend and 
no fees to earn. For the same good reasons 
they allow convictions to be had frequently 
in the lower courts. Were there none there 
would be no appealed cases, and a fruitful 
source of fees would be cut off. They pre- 
fer 4 state’s attorney who will be “ reasona- 
ble“ and will not bear too hard on those who 
have “a pull with tne Tammany Irish Dem- 
oorats who rule the city. It is generally bet- 
ter that such should not be convicted. The 
same thing is true of the aldermen, who 
dealin franchises, and the speculators of 
wealth with whom they make their deals.“

the hints of Tammany and will not “ go 
easy when it gives the word. Such men are 
never reélected, and the powers that be 
make sure that their successors are of more 
pulpy material. 

But supposing the defendant's lawyer is 
unable to “ring in” a man on the jury and 
is convicted. If he have party influence or 
money—at this point the honest enforcement 
of the law stops: Tue crim:nai lawyers rule 
the roast from there on. They goto some 
rural judge of the supreme court who, for 
reasons put in his mouth by the defendant’s 
attorney, grants a supersedeas or a new 
trial, Should one of these judges have the 
boldness to refuse the matter is carried to 
another and then to the highest court—the 


court of appeals—and that rarely fails to find [ 


a loophole of escape for the prisoner if he 
has plenty of money and stands well with 
Tammany. 

At the second trial the defendant’s lawyer 
works to get one or more trusty men on the 
jury. If he succeeds his case is won. If he 
happens to strike an honest state’s attorney 
and fails he goes again to the supreme court 
or court of appeals, gets another trial, and 
this time gets his man on the jury. Thus, 
while there are indictments and first and 
sometimes second convictions, a rich rascal 
with Tammany behind him rarely goes to 
the penitentiary. The whole thing is now so 
systematied in New York that while the law- | 
yer makes much money out of acriminal wno“ 
has property or friends that have, and the 
state has the fun of prosecuting him, he 
lands in the penitentiary but seldom, and if 
he does get there is quickly snatched out of 
it by the Democratic Governor. 

It will not do, however, for Chicago to 
crow much over New York. Criminal jus 
tice is better administered here than there, 
for the criminal lawyers have not system- 
atized matters as perfectly, but it is far from 
being what it should. Thus far Chicago | 
criminals have not been able to break into 
the appellate court so as to add to the delays 
of justice, but they will probably manage it 
in a few years if the decent members of the 
community are not always on their guard, 
The supreme court is a little less technical 
than it once was, a little more responsive te 
public feeling, but it still has a weakness for 
a neat technicality if it will give a scamp his 
freedom. 

Criminal law is better administered in the 
rural districts than in any of theecities, but 
it is most effectively enforced in that “ wild 
and woolly west” beyond the Missouri. 
There, when a man has done anything for 
which he ought to be hanged, he is taken out 
and strung up, No appellate or supreme 
court has a chance to save him, and the crim- 
inal lawyers are beaten out of their fees. 
No writ of error or stay of proceedings 
helps him. Conviction is followed by a 
short shrift and a not too long rope. But 
the criminal lawyer, with his quips and 
quirks, his professional juror and accommo- 
dating appellate judge, is gradually making 
his way westward, destroying the severely 
simple system of jurisprudence now existing 
there, The day will soon come when, from 
the Golden Gate to New York, many 
rich rascais will be indicted, but none who 
have money or friends will be made to “do 
time in striped raiment.

MEXICO’S HASTY RETALIATION. 

The controversy with Mexico, peculiariy 
unfortunate at a time when an international 
don vention of American states is considering 
measures to promote friendly intercourse and 
trade, seems to be largely the resuit of mis- 
understanding. The Mexican government 
decreed that certain retaliatory tariffs against 
American live stock and meat products 
should take effect Nov. 1, evidently in the be- 
lief hat the United States had determined to 
prevent the importation of Mexican silver 
lead ores into this country uniess heavy 
duties were paid. But it seems that althougn 
strongly urged to do so Secretary Windom 
has refused to make any order rerating duties 
on ores, The order which gave offense to the 
Mexican government and provoked retaliation: 
was intended apparently only to prevent free 
importation of ores prepared or mixed for 
the purpose of evading the tariff and not to 
change the previous rulings of the treasury. 
Collectors of customs were directed to watch 
closely the operation of the new rules and 
suggest any alterations that would facilitate: 
the ore trade without violating the law. It 
was declared there was so intent on the 
part of the treasury department to obstruct. 
commerce in Mexican ores, 

The original ruling which classed silver 
lead ores as silver when that metal pre- 
dominated in value was made by Secretary 
Sherman and has always deen known as the 
“Snerman ruling.” Colorado mineowners

Wasninctor, D. C., Oct, [Special. — 

The state department is in receipt of an = 


portant report on Mexico’s p 


bargo or live stock imports from the United 
States. It comes trom the consul at Piedras 
Negras, which is opposite Eagle Pass, Tex., 
on the Rie Grande. Last January some ex- 
perimental shipments were made through 
Piedras Negras on the Mexican International 
railroad, ‘They proved so successful that the 
shipments have grown month by month sev- 
eral hundred per cent, Cattle and sheep from 
Texas and the southwest generally and hogs 
from Kansas made up the bulk of the ship- 
ments, but a promising trade has also started 
in fine breed horses, mostly from Missouri 
and Kentucky. 

The consul says that prevailing low prices 
of beef in the Chicago and Kansas City mar- 
kets caused the cattlegrowers in the south- 
west to seize upon this Mexican market and 
the nativé Mexican cattiemen were already 
clamoring for action by their government 
when Secretary Windom’s silver lead circu- 
lar was issued. This is the famous circular 
which directed the customs officers to use 
greater vigilance in levying duties on ore im- 
portations and which brought about almost 
an entire stoppage of ore importations from 
Mexico. The decree of the Mexican. govern- 
ment laying heavy duties on live stock, and 
which is known as tne retaliation decree, 
goes into effect Nov. 1. 

It will interest cattlegrowers all over the 
west to know that the consul at Piedras 
Negras, after a careful investigation, thinks 
they can hold the Mexican market which 
they have built up. The duty levied on cat- 


‘tle is three Mexican silver dollars per head, 


regardless of weight. This would mean an 
increase of three-lifths of a cent per pound to 
the retailer, and the consul thinks in the 
cities where a market has been created it 
could be held at even a greater increase. He 
also points out that the duty being so much 
per head an advan can be gained by 
shipping heavier and fatter cattle.

Chibuanua is likely to cause something of a 


scarcit 3 the native supply and this will ot 
course 15 the importations from the United 
States. These conclusions, however, are all

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Judge Groff Overrules a Former Decision 
Relating to a Homestead Claim, 

WasnineTon, D. C., Oct. 3—Judge Lewis 
A. Groff, the commissioner of the general 
land office, has rendered a decision in the 
case of Johannes Frederick vs. Fred Hans- 
élin, which came up on appeal from the de- 
cision of the local land officers at Benson, 
Mion. The decision appealed from holds 
that the evidence submitted at the hearing 
shows that Hanselin had failed to comply 
with the letter of the homestead law, in that 
he did not establish an actual residence upon 
the land within six months after the date of 
his entry, and had made only occasional 
visits to the land up to the date of the initia- 
tion of the contest. This fact was held to 
show a lack of good faith on his part, and his 
entry was accordingly canceled. Commis 
sioner Groff overrules this decision, and 
says: 

„he rple requiring the maker of a home- 
stead entry to establish actual residence upon 
the land within six months from the date of 
his entry: N all rules) bas its exceptions, 
and is not nsisted upon where the 
entry man’s = aith toward the govern- 
ment is sufficiently shown or where his acts 
are not inconsistent with an honest purpose 
to comply with the law. I find from tne tes- 
timony that the claimant in this case took 
the land for the purpose of actual settlement 
and cultivation, judging by bye he had al- 
ready done upon it, and I fin d nothing in the 
record to justify a 2 Ban Fos nee the hon- 
esty of his intentions for the future.’? 

This decision is ed as important as 
indicating the policy of the neral land 
office with respect to this class of claims.

The interstate commerce law had not been 
in effect more than a few months before the 
commission: discovered that the most serious 
obstacle in the way of the enforcement of 
the law was the sys of different classifi- 
cations of freight id the various sections of 
the country, It was found that nearly every 
railroad association (or rather. the roads in 
those assocrations) used a different classifica- 
tion. As the rates on nearly all articles of 
freight are fixed by the classification a good 
opportunity was afforded for cutting through 
rates withqut making any particular road 
responsible, and the railroads took full ad- 
vantage of that fact. The interstate com- 
merce commission “came to the conclusion 
that the only way to prevent the manipula- 
tion of thrpugh rates by using different 
classifications would be to amalgamate the 
five or six different classifications now in use 
on the roads in the various sections of the 
country iutq one uniform nauonul classifica- 
tion to be used by all the roads in the country. 
The railroads were therefore notified 
that the commission would de com- 
pelled to establish a uniform classification. 
But as the commissioners did not care to bur- 
den themselves with so-difficult a task, and 
believing that the railroads could establish a 
uniform classification much better than they 
could and make it more satisfactory to all 
concerned, they requested tne railroads to 


appoint a joint committee to undertake the 


task of amalgamation, and if they failed to 
do this within a reasonable time the commis- 
sion itself would undertake the task. The 


committee has now been in existence nearly 


two years and has held a number of sessions, 
but thus far has accomplished nothing, and 
there is no prospect that it ever will accom- 
plish anything. Thesuspicion bas long since 
been expressed that it is not the desire of the 
railroads to bring about a uniform national 
classification, and that the joint committee is 
kept in existence merely to give the impres- 
sion that it is their intention and desire to 
amalgamate the different classifications and 
thus prevent the interstate commerce com- 
mission from taking the matter in its own 
hands, as it has a@ right to do, and fix a uni- 
form ciassification of freight for the rail- 
roads. Not only has the joint classification 
committee appointed by the various railroad 
associations eno headway thus far, but 
it has virtu come to the point of disinte- 
gration. Three of the assoc:ations have al- 


ready witharawn their representatives from 


the commiti¢e, and others would undoubtea- 
ly have done so but for the fact that at the 
late meeting of the joint committee at Sarato- 
ga Interstate Commerce Commissioner Bragg 
put in an appearance and read the riot act to 
tue committee, informing it that unless some 
action was speedily taken the commissiou 
would undertake the task of amalgamating 
the different classifications now in existence. 
As aciassiticauon fixed by the commission 
would not be agreeable to the roads, renewed 
efforts are being made to secure some acwon 
by the joint committee, but it is not believed 
that these will be more succes than pre- 
vious ones.
